THE ESTIMATES. 

We drew in v. very cursoty manner in our 
yesterday's i = s n t! a comparisun between the 
public expenditure oi 1804 and tbe proposed 
outlay of 18GG. We showed that whila Hit 
oflioial expenses in the formor year, when 
the population was much larger than it ia at 
present, wero 5f>7,000 ; the amount put down 
for the ensuing year is $93,000 —or $36,000 
additional. In order that our readers may 
have a more comprehensive view of the past 
in relation with the present, we shall make a 
further comparison unci intioduco the year 
1863. During that year ihe population was 
still larger than during 1864, and money a 
great deal more plentiful than it has been 
since. It was, in fact, on the heel ol Ihe 
mining successes of 18(i'J thnt the estimates 
of 1863 were introduced; yet with a glowing 
future am! high hopes, with trade brisk., 
money plentiful, and a population willing lo 
pay any reasonable demand upon them, what 
do we find J Why, that Ihe sum total ex- 
pended was 8157,000. Out ol this the..; was 
£50,000 lor roads, .to., and ST, 700 (or worki 
and buildings— making over $58,000 ex- 
panded on public works. Now let ua eon 
trust tbe presont with Iho past Our popti 
latiou is much Mimllor, trade is dull, mono) 
is scatco and disasters hnve been wide 
spread. Reason would therefore point out to 
ns n sweeping reduction in llio expenses ol 
Government. Keason, however, and the ad- 
ministration of uur public affairs have) evi- 
dently long sinco been divorced, if indeed 
thoy were ever united, and we have, instead 
of a reduction, an immense increase. The 
police and other departments lor public pro- 
tection cost in ISO!! 833,870; to-day with 
two or three thousand 'ess people wo are 
asked to contribute for the samo service 
$56,000. 

In 1803 thu departments ol the Treasurer, 
Auditor, Surveyor. General, Registrar General, 
Assessor, Harbormaster and Postmaster, coat 
$15,90-1; the present estimates Tor the same 
offices show the increased sum of $37,109. 
In every other oflioial department wo have a 
similar addition. Now, we cannot underlain 
Governor Kennedy's perception to behove 
for a moment that ho is unaware ol this pre- 
posterous contrast, nor can we bolicvo that 
he seriously entertains the idea that the 
oountry will carry out his financial prog rumine 
We have no means of course, of knowing 
what little play is going on behind the 
scenes ; but wo think that no time c mid 
be worse chosen than the present for 
making game ol the financial condition 
of the country. What wo want is the gieat 
est amount ol work with the least possible 
expense. Instead ol this however we have 
the very opposite proposition — the smallest 
amuuut ol work, at the greatest possible cost. 
We see this in every department. For roads, 
streets and bridges we have tho sum ol 
SlOfiO to bo expended ; and lor overseeing 
this great amount ol public woik, we 
give the Inspector of Roads 31500. This 
is simply placing the gentleman who fills 
the office in the most uncoinlortable posi- 
tion. The same remark, however, may 
bo applied to nearly every other ollioiul ; for 
tho works of utility have been cutdowu lo so 
insiguificaDt a figure that the time of lum- 
bal! the officials will be spent the en- 
suing year in no moro profitable occupa- 
tion than sucking their thumbs. The whole 
business of tho country, as things go just 
now. could be well performed hy less than 
one-half tho stall. It is as well Governor Ken 
nedy should be told this, whatever may be his 
ideas. He should know that no population 
after having spent Siy.OOO uu public works 
in 1863, $140,000 in 1864, and $108,000 in 
1805, are going to content themselves uith 
§8000 in 1866. We must have public minis, 
wc must have steam communication, and we 
mast have schoolbouaes and other public 
buildings. Those are investments Irom 
which we may reasonably expect a profitable 
ruturn. Let Ihe Assembly, therefore, re 
verse the Executive's programme, and in- 
stead of providing work on unproductive 
employments in the Government buildings, 
nee that tho revenue of Iho country is 
spent on *Tording employment lo r ln- 
needy, opening up the country lo 
settlenio n r , , I in bringing us into more 
speedy i imra regular connection with 
the out world. This is really the greal 
aim — t. other schemes of Government 
are merely subsidiary one-,, and should be 
inexpensive in tho extreme. Uur votos tins 
year must be based, as we uavo said beluie, 
on iho requirements ol the country, as we'll 
as on Ihe capacity ol tho people; and in 
carrying out this programme wc shall have 
to crush our estimated expenditure into a 
very small compass, rind repeal several nf 
those acts which wore passed lasl session foi 
tho purpose ol roveuue. It ia iio'ubc to make 
retrenchment while wo still leave the ma- 
chinery in tho bunds of the Executive io 
grind an undue proportion of taxes out of 
tho overburdened people.

Jim, a Thompson river Indian . wad cbnrged 
on remand from the 8th, with assaulting 
Jimmy, an Indian boy, with intent to do 
him grievous bodily harm. 

Jimmy, who lias been in the Royal Hospital 
since the assault, appeared in Court in a v« rjr 
weak state, evidently suffering from the 
wounds received; bis deposition, taken l'iy 
the Magistrate nt tho hospital, was read, 
which stated that he bad been drinking with 
George, the prisoner, and Charley, the Indian 
who was murdered, ou the night of the Ttli 
anil bad left the bouse on Johnson street with 
George, aud went to another house where 
George left him, and the prisoner came in 
aud cut him over the eyes head and neck 
with a knife. Several other witnesses were 
examined to prove that the shirt, pants, etc., 
covered with blood, belonged I" the prisoner. 
The Indian, George, who is charged as an 
accomplice, gave a rambling statement of the 
eight 8 transactions, but gave no motive for 
the murder of Charley, except that the pris- 
oner was drunk, but the statement of George 
did not seem to he altogether truthful. The 
prisoner was remanded for one day for the 
testimony of the Chinaman to whom tin- 
prisoner took his shirt to be washed.

FATAL ACCIDENT. 

LOSS OF FIVE LIVES. 



A gloom has been cast over the holiday 
week by the occurrence ol oua ot those cal- 
amities which startle the community to a 
sense of the awful uncertainty of human lite. 
It appears that ou Christinas morning a Mr. 
Warner, well known in this city, aod a brother 
in law of Mr. Davis, the light house keeper, 
started with his wife and a man of the name 
of Linton, a tailor, in a Whitehall boat for 
Race Hocks, intending to make a family 
parly to commemorate the season. The boat 
was stocked with provisions, a portion ol the 
usual supplies, which from some inadvertency 
hud not l)enn forwarded in duo time. Upon 
passing Esquimalt, the sea being very rou^h, 
tbey pulled into tha harbor and obtained the 
assistance of two men, Bill Saunders und 
Fred. Simmons. They bail nearly reached 
their destination when the boat was caught 
in a tide rip and capsized, precipitaiing the 
unfortunate occupants into tho water. The 
loud cries lor help immediately attracted at- 
tention at the light-honse, and the residents 
were horror-struck at tho scene they were 
doomed to witness without the power to ren- 
der the slightest aid. Warner rose twice to 
the surlace, throwing up bis arms, with 
agonizing appeals to his relations on 
the rock. The hopeless shrieks of the 
drowning resounded through the air. 
and yet there was no available means 
ot rescue at hand to snntch tho victims 
from a watery grave. At Race Rocks where 
human lives may be in peril at any four ot 
the day or night, complacent officialdom 
with an ostentatious affectation of retrench- 
ment, d.-cides there shall be no boat, not even 
a canoe, in the event of an emergency 
Saunders in a lil of desperation clambers on 
the bout, now boltom upwards, and clinu'S to 
it, to use the words of an eye-witness, " like 
a bear," and drifts seawards. For a lew 
moments the waves float him within twenty 
yards of land, but, alas, no rope can be 
thrown to him, and it transpires that the 
authorities have provided no life buoy as a 
provision against such a catastrophe. From 
a low minutes past one o'clock until half- 
past three the boat with its hapless living 
freigbtremains in sight and then disappears. 
From all we can learn there would have been 
no loss of li.'e if the keepers of the light-honse 
bud been granted a boat in response to their 
reiterated representations to tho official au- 
thorities. The life-boat originally used was 
withdrawn by the Surveyor-tJcneral (or some 
reason and never replaced. The fate of 
Saunders is uncertain, but scarcely any hope 
is entertained that he can survive. The 
ubiquitous Coslelb, better known by h'iaalias, 
of course turned up, having by some magical 
foresight cemo to the oonclusion ihat 
something wrong had happened. lie went 
out in his boat and upon arriving at the 
light-house gleaned the details ol the allair 
and returned to town with Mrs. Davis, who 
subsequently wailed upon the Colonial Se- 
cretary with a report ol iho tragedy. It is 
only due to the public thai some investiga- 
tion should be inslituted with reference to 
tho gross negligence of those concerned in 
not providing lor such a disastrous contin- 
gency. 

THE LEECH RIVER DITCH. 

We have been desired by Mr. Fisher 
Joyce, Foreman of the Ditch Company's 
working party, to correct a misapprehension 
which may have arisen through tho statement 
forwarded to us for publication by a Leech 

struck, but were still continuing with iho 
work, and have already completed 1,500 leet 
of the ditch. About 2,000 leet bavo been 
graded. We have not hitherto noticed the 
able report upon this undertaking presented 
to Iho pi omoters by Mr. Robert Horrid a\. 
O. E., and a synopsis ol that gentleman's 
views in regard to it may not prove uninter- 
esting to many of our readers. Alter de- 
scribing the route of tho ditch, ns adapted to 
engineering purposes, he thus sums up the 
indications of wealth ill the locality : 

"The distance from the dam to tho cabin 
is under iwo miles, and it was supposed by 
thu miners to bo impossible to get the wator 
so high without going live miles up tho river. 
Having made an extensive examination joined 
to reliable information Irom tho miners in 
this district, ami having been personally em. 
caged in plnoer diggings live or six years, I 
am fully satisfiod ol the extent and probable 
richness ol Hie gravel ranges, especially 
when occurring in a slate range, being sim- 
ilar in appearance lo those in California 
which proved no rich, and Iho only reason 
that they hove uot been fully lesied is there 
i.i no water to enable than) to do so. One 
company has put down several shsftu from 
forty to fifty feel deep, wirhout being able lo 
reach the channel. They are now about 
running u tunnel into Iho bench, having got 
splendid prospects ol course lump gold below 
in the river, and should they stnko rich pay 
dirt it will also bo found In all Iho bunches 
on both sides thu river. Along iho top of 
Iheso bCDohes are several largo quartz veins 
with gold in them. And Dot only on Leech 
Uivcr, but also on Sooko River and Wolfo 
Creek, Ihese gravel ranges oooor sufficient In 
extent to give employment to a largo number 
of millers, an soon as Iho fuel of limit- noli- 
lieu shall have boon established. 



CANADA.

[From tho Toronto Loader, Nov. 10th.] 
A furious storm arose on Lake Ontario on 
Saturday night and continued with moro or 
less violence throughout Sunday and Mon- 
day. Tho wind Bwept with great foroo over 
tho waters, and was occasionally accompa- 
nied by blinding dr.fts of snow. Unfortu- 
nately there was a considerable number of 
vessels on tli6 lakes when the slorm arose, 
and as they wore unable iu time to make a 
secure harbor many disasters occurred 
amongst them, in one case, wo regret to 
say, there was a rnelnncholy loss ol life. 
The effects of the gale iu this port and vicin- 
ity are referred to in our marine inlolligence. 

On the upper lakes the storm was probably 
as severe as on lake Ontario, but no account 
of the effects of it has yet come to hand. 

Wo have received the following special 
telegrams from luke ports : 

FROM IMCTON. 

" l'ielon, Nov. 6, 18ii>. 
" A violont storm raged bore all yesterday 
nnd to-day and has caused considerable 
damage lo shipping. Many vessels were 
driven ashore along the coast, aud il is fear- 
ed that several lives have been lost. The 
sea runs very high, and until it becomes 
calmer it is impossible to render any as- 
sistance from the shore. 

'• The schooner Maude is ashoro at Wel- 
lington, loaded with 15,000 bushels of poas. 

" Tho Maggie, of Montreal, with a oargo 
ol 8,000 bushels of barley, from Wellington 
Square te Oswego, Bprank a leak during Ibe 
gale and went ashore at Gull Point. All 
hands were saved. Tho water washes com- 
pletely over the deck of tho vessel. 

" The Morning Star, with lumber from 
Belleville, is ashore three milos west of Os- 
wego." . u 

FROM KINGSTON. I 

Kingston, Nov.' 0, 18G5. 
•' The schooner Pbcebe Catharine, with a 
cargo ol salt from Oswego, is ashore ut Wel- 
lington. 

"A vessel, name unknown, is ashore be- 
low Puiiit Pelee lighthouse, laden with 
wheat. Sbo lay ou tho beach yesterday 
morning, but drifted oil last night and sank 
in deep water. 

" The schooner British Queen, which was 
ashore at Wellington, was towed into this 
port yesterday. 

" Tho schooner Anna Maude, with a nargo 
of peas, is nlso ashore at Wellington, aud 
supposed to be a total loss. 

" A large American vessel, namo un- 
known, totally dismantled of bar masts and 
bulwarks, has gono usboro at Salem Point, 
nnd all hands are supposed to have been 
losl. She had a white flag Hying from a 
polo when tho stoamer Grecian pn6sed yes- 
terday. 

" The schooner Maggie is ashore at Gull 
Point, loaded with barley. 

" A schooner is ashoro about a mile cast of 
Loug Point light, and another is on ibu 
north shore in a precarious condition — Iho 
names of both being unknown. 

from l'ort coi.iiornk. 

Pout Colbornb, Not. 6, 18(13. 
'" The schooners Marion Eagau, and Wing 
of tho Morning, went ashore here about a 
quarter ol a mile east of the east pier, ubout 
8:30 this morning, caused by getting foul of 
each other. The Wing of the Morning, 
loaded with stavo9, has broken in two. ibe 
Marion Eagan, laden with barley, is on the 
sand. Tho grain is all safe ret, and it is 
probable she will be got off." 

LATER. 

The gale on Lake Ontarin, the disastrous 
effects of which were mentioned in the 
Leader yesterday, subsided oarly yesterday 
morning, aud last oiL'ht the waters of ibe 
lake were again almost calm. Tba loss of 
life by tba wreck on Salmon Point reef 
proves lo be less than reported yesterday, 
three persons instead ol the entire crew of 
ihe vessel being sufferers by tho sad disaster. 
The schooner turns out lo be the internation- 
al, bound for Kingston with grain from 
Chicago. The captaiu and live ol the crow, 
after being lashed to tho rigging for a day 
and a half, floated ashore on pieces ol tho 
wreck in an exhausted condition, tho vessel 
having broken up. We have received the 
following special telegram : 

" Picton, Not. 7, 1865. 

" Tho large black vessel ashore at Salmon 
Point, and reported yesterday as unknown, 
is the international, ol Chicago, tr im Chicago, 
consigned to George Obeffey k Co., Kings- 
ton, nnd loaded with 18,000 bushels ol corn. 
She was commanded by Mark McGin. She 
went to pieces last night. The captain and 
live of the crew floated ashore on pieces ol 
the wreck in an exhausted condition. Tbey 
had been thirty-six hours lashed fast to the 
vessel. Two of the crew and a woman were 
drowned. Tho names ol those drowned are 
Francis Scott, from the vicinity ol Kingston ; 
David Breadeock, residenco unknown, and 
Mrs. Ellen Newcomb, from Rochester. 

" The prospects are that the Maggie, 
ashoro on Gull Point, will be Uoated off. 

'' The Annie Mnudo, ashore ut Wellington 
will likely prove a total loss. 

" The Lindsay, of Port Hope, Irom Brigh- 
ton to Oswego, is ashore ten miles west of 
Oswego, and lull of water. 

" Capt. B. Courneen, murine inspector for 
the British American Insurance Company, 
is here looking after the wrecks.''
